FLORENCE, Italy <AP) _ 
The top Soviet delegate to a 
apace science symposium her# 
said today the Soviet astronaut 
had no portholes or windows to 
look out of during his flight 
around the earth. 
A. A. Blagonravov of the So­ 
viet Academy of Science was 
questioned 
a newsmen on 
how spaceman Yuri Gagarin 
was able to get the fascinating 
views of earth, sky and stars 
that he described in an inter­ 
view with the Soviet news agen­ 
cy Tass. 
Gagarin told how the night 
and dayside of the earth looked 
from space. He said it was 
easy to “distinguish the shores 
of continents, islands, big riv­ 
ers and large reservoirs.’’ 
The reporter asked how Ga­ 
garin could “see.” 
“By radio,” Blagonravov re­ 
plied, and proceeded into a 
meeting of the symposium with­ 
out elaboration. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
United States will undergo a 
simulated attack at 4 p.m.

Kennedy was sworn in on Jan­ 
uary 20, it was the first time 
in 76 years that three ex 
presidents went alive tor an 
inauguration 
At that time. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower was TO, Harry S. 
Truman was 76. and Herbert 
C. Hoover was 86. Happily, 
statisticians pome out, both 
Mr. Hoover and Mr, Truman 
have already lived for a longer 
time since their inauguration 
than 
would have been ex­ 
pected on the bas* of mortal­ 
ity conditions prevailing at th* 
time they took office. 
• 
O O 
lines the Civil War there 
have been only two other Pres­ 
cient*—Grover Cleveland and 
William H Taft — who have 
outlived their expectation of 
life at inauguration. The 16 
deceased Presidents from Lin­ 
coln to Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt lived atxxit eight year* 
less, on the average, then ex­ 
pected. Even if the three who 
were assassinated while in 
office—Lincoln, Garfield and 
McKinley—are omitted from 
the record, the actual year* 
lived by the deceased Presi­ 
dent* of the poet -Civil War era 
still averaged 6 6 years less 
than expected at their inaugu­ 
ration. 
The earlier Presidents had 
a much more favorable lon­ 
gevity. The 15 Presidents to 
Buchanan lived an average 
of one and one-third years 
longer than their expectation 
of life a t inauguration and the 
first IO outlived their expecta­ 
tion of life at inauguration by 
an average of about four and 
a haW years. Of the first IO 
President, 
only 
Washington 
and William H. Harrison fell 
appreciably short of their ex­ 
pectation of life—Washington 
by 4.7 year* and Harrison by

Children of parents in the lime­ 
light have special difficulties to 
surmount, declares Dr. Abram 
Blau, head (rf the child psychiatry 
clinic,

Those who overcome them to 
amount to something on their own 
deserve a great deal of credit, 
he says. 
"Every child is in competition 
with his father or her mother. A 
son with a famous father feels 
he has to live up to that very 
high ideal. In trying he may fail 
to develop himself or fulfill him­ 
self as an individual.” 
Striving to excel in footsteps 
too big for his own talents, fear 
that his successes will be dis­ 
counted as family influence are 
other emotional roadblocks in the 
celebrity child's way. 
RESENT AUTHORTY 
Each girl or boy has a certain 
amount of antagonism towards 
the authority of mother and father 
anyway, 
Dr. 
Blau points out. 
These situations intensify it. 
I am not pointing out Clark 
Gable’s son. or any child spe­ 
cifically . . . but when a parent 
is dead or permanently absent 
from the home for some reason, 
the problem is much worse. 
/Fantasy builds up the father 
in the child’s mind as someone 
without faults. He never made a 
mistake, never lost his temper, 
never would have punished him, 
always was benevolent, and with 
more talents than humanly pos­ 
sible. 
“At least a child whose famous 
parent is at home with him has a 
realistic idea of him. He has a

Kennedy, Adenauer Agree 
NATO Must Defend Itself

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - Presi­ 
dent Kennedy and West Gorman 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer have 
agreed that the North Atlantic 
alliance must be prepared to de­ 
fend

in a joint communique issued 
Thursday by the two Western 
leaders on the conclusion of their 
third meeting 
The formal statement did not 
spell out what “military means” 
Kennedy and Adenauer had in 
mind. But, U S officials said nu­ 
clear as well as convent lonal 
weapons are included.

The United 
States and Britain would furnish

This project is still under re­ 
view in the Kennedy administra­ 
tion. He and Adenauer were re­ 
ported to have reached no final 
conclusion,

was understood to have expressed 
support for such an undertaking.

In the communique Kennedy 
ami Adenauer reaffirmed their 
support of NATO as the keystone 
of the common defense of the 
North Atlantic area.

the alliance to maintain and de­ 
velop further aN military means 
required to enable them to deter 
effectively a potential aggressor 
from ihreatenmg the territorial 
integrity or independence of any 
ally.”

There ha stands, in * swiftly- 
flowing stream or on the edge of 
a lake, whipping his nod back and 
forth, waiting for the big one to 
bite. 
Well, the trout season opens of- 
fically in Pennsylvania this Satur­ 
day and in these pan* there are 
two sizeable lakes—Lake Lorraine 
and Upper Woods Pond—that are 
frozen solid. 
CANT RECALL SOMI 
Lorraine, according to the State 
Fish Commission * Northeast Di­ 
vision, has ice 20 inches or more 
thick from bank to bank Upper 
Woods Pond is about the same 
Oldtimers can’t recall anything 
like it. 
So. if the rumrod wants trout 
from these lakes, he is going to 
have to chop a hole in the ice 
and drop a line through the hole 
Other lakes have ice in spots, 
mainly in the middle, but the ice 
is not strong enough to support 
a man’s weight. Fishermen get 
arou d this in several ways. The 
most popular is taking a rowboat 
through the thin ice until you hit 
an open spot; then flick your rod. 
Will the ice on Lorraine and 
Upper Woods Pond hun the trout 
fishing? To the contrary’, my the 
fish experts. The trout will be so 
hungry they'll just about bite at 
anything.

wanted ‘‘children m whom was 
no blemish, birt weH favored, and 
skillful in all wisdom, and cun­ 
ning in knowledge, and under­ 
standing science . . .” 
Nebuchadnezzar s o u g h t the 
gifted children who could learn 
and be trained to serve in his 
court. Dame! proved to be a 
know ledgeable man of God, of men 
and of history. Interpreting the 
dreams of the king, Daniel pre­ 
dicts the demise of the Babylo­ 
nian kingdom. 
PREDECESSOR Off FREUD 
Daniel was the predecessor of 
Freud and Jung. less their pre 
occupation with man* problem 
with himself. We need not call 
Daniel, lo im 
I modern la m, a 
psychoanalyst. 
However. 
his 
knowledge of God and the mind 
and sotil of men would merit tht 
title applied in its noblest mean­ 
ing Men of the caliber of Daniel, 
Vhraham. Moses, Amo*,. Isaiah, 
Jeremiah, etc., were as wise in the 
ways of man and nature as they’ 
were men of God They used their 
mind even while God used their 
hearts and mouths And why not? 
Science or knowledge is rooted i d 
a knowledge of God. The Psalm­ 
ist who taught ‘The fear i rev­ 
erence! of the Lord is the begin­ 
ning of w*dom . . 
cannot be 
called a spiritual giant on the one 
hand and a mental midget tm the 
other. No pupil of Einstein sat 
long without learning something. 
Likewise, no child of God can 
remain ignorant rn th* pretence 
of Truth Himself. 
MEN OF CHRIST 
It is more than a coincidence 
that the greatest advances in the 
physical sciences, including the 
present day. have been discovered 
after Jesus Christ dwelt among 
us. Contrary to popular belief 
and knowledge, and in spite of 
whether we like < or not. the 
truth is that Jesus Chria! and 
man s love for Jesus Chuet has 
been the catalyst agent in con­ 
solidating our great stock pilf of 
knowledge ot the physical work! 
In ll Timothy 6 20 St 
Paul. 
or an wit imate friend, exhorts 
young Timothy to “keep that which 
is committed to thy trust, avoid­ 
ing profane and vain babblings, 
and opposition of science falsely 
rn called.-’ The epistle* of Tim­ 
othy ai* directed against the 
church’s problem of fab* doc­ 
trine being dLv**mmated among 
Ka member* <cf. I Tim. 1:10; 
6:3; n Tim. 1:13; 4:3). True 
Christians despise false doctrine* 
aa much a* they' do the devil 
also contrary to popular opin­ 
ion). Paul would have nothing to 
do with false doctrine and simi­ 
larly would challenge other* to 
know the truth ” 
Anyone close to Jesus Christ, 
like Paul and Timothy, can have 
nothing but utter contempt for 
ignorance or indifference Hazy 
cousins>. All th* disciple* save 
one died for the truth they knew 
of the knowledge of God in Jesus 
Christ. It is this influencing men 
tai and spiritual resistance to ig­ 
norance that characterizes dis 
etples of Christ, whether in the 
spiritual world or the materral 
world. Light and darkness can no 
more abide in a room than in a 
mind The Christian takes Christ 


seriously when He says, "Ye 
shall know Hie truth and the truth 
shall make you free"

up an earlier point, Jesus Christ 
and men s love for Jesus Christ, 
or His influence upon others, has 
been the catalyst agent in our 
great strides in our know'ledge.

NEW YORK (AP)—Television 
will not always remain the hob­ 
bled giant of international com­ 
munications it has shown itself 
to be during the past week of 
big news stories. 
Newspapers and radio, both 
with fast, electronic means * of 
spanning oceaas and mountains, 
have been able to beat television 
to the reporting punch on both 
the Soviet man in space shot and 
the opening of the trial of Adolf 
Eichmann. Television alone still 
must rely on planes to carry its 
film and videotape from the scene 
of action to a point of broadcast. 
It is expected, however, that 
within two or three years, the 
same scientific skills that put 
man into space will strike the 
chains from television. The plan 
calls for putting a television satel­ 
lite into orbit, a special sphere 
capable of receiving sound and 
pictures, boosting their strength 
and bouncing them back to re 
ceivers at any point on earth. 


FILMS WERE LATE 
American 
television networks 


laid careful, expensive plans to 
send by jet plane video tape of 
the opening of the Eichmann trial 
to New York in time for showing 
the same day. But the opening 
day films did not arrive in time 
even for late night news shows. 
The Israel plane carrying the ma­ 
terial missed connections in Lon­ 
don with the New York-bound 
plane.

Won t Forget About State s 
Grave Educational Problems

ment ” Gov L ttra H t told a joint 
session of the General Assembly 
this week. 
He was sx.iking about the rec­ 
ommendations included in th# re­ 
port made public last week by his 
Committee on Education. 
•Hus 30-member committee stud­ 
ied Pennsylvania's public educa­ 
tion system from kindergarten or 
through college and came up with 
145 recommence! ions for revising 
that system, s>me of them stag­ 
gering in import and impact. 
There has teen general agree­ 
ment among the legi>lators. edu­ 
cators and public official* for a 
few years now that the s’ate needs 
to reappraise its commitment to 
•ducat on. 
NO SPECIFIC AGREEMENT 
But general agreement in prin­ 
ciple does not constitute specific 
agreement in detail w ith the com- 
msuee s recommendations. 
A* Lawrence noted: "! am sure 
that none of us will necessarily 
agree with every word of the re­ 
port, a.- we examine it in detail 
nor that we can expect it to be 
adopted without due consideration, 
iebate and consequent possible 
mod if teat i<mi.” 
The possibility implied in Law­ 
rence's remarks was that the leg­ 
islature would, in the end. file 
the report somewhere to become 
•just another forgotten public doc- 
wnent.” Indeed, there was rn the 


background of his decision to make 
this rare appearance of a gover­ 
nor befur# a legislature to appeal 
for action on n issue considerable 
talk among legislative leaders 
about postponement of a decision 
this session on the eciucat ion prob­ 
lem 
MAY FORM REPORT 
The talk has roamed the gamut 
of parliamentary alternatives up 
to farming the report chic to the 
legislature’* own research agency , 
the Joint State Government Com­ 
mission. for more study. Such a 
step would preclude any action un­ 
til at least 1963. 
VV bde Lawrence did not directly 
endorse any of the recommenda­ 
tions of the committee, the real 
signifk ance of his appearance be­ 
ton? the General .Assembly was a 
couctermove against any legisla­ 
tive attempt to avoid the issue. 
There is much in th# report to 
ake a legislator blanch. 
It endorses compulsory reor­ 
ganization of school districts into 
larger units, a highly sensitive 
political issue. The Pennsylvania 
Grange, the largest farm organ­ 
ization in the state, has, for in­ 
stance. vehemently opposed such 
a step. 
NEW SUBSIDY DISTRIBUTION 
It recommends a new approach 
to distribution of state subsidies 
that would relate costs more di­ 
rectly to actual classroom inst rue- 
tion, but leave the cost of general 
operation exclusively to each dis­ 
trict. At the same time it proposes 
to drop two special bonuses—for 
cloning obsolete school buildings 
and for reorganizing—that pour 
some IU million a year into the 
local districts' treasuries. 
This recommendation will not 
be accepted easily by districts 
who have counted on this money 
for general school expenses. 
The committee proposes a pro­ 
gram that would eventually raise 
the amount of money the state is 
putting into elementary and 


ondary schools by over $300 mil­ 
lion a year U969-70'. But the 
Pennsylvania State Education As­ 
sociation want* the state to im­ 
mediately raise its costs by $100 
million a year, 
The report endorses higher sal­ 
aries, but not 
high av some 
teachers* advocates would like 
them. 
COMPROMISE OF ISSUES 
Th# 
committee 
recommenda­ 
tions are themselves compromises 
of issues. 
While it has been called bold 
and imagainative, it is not nearly 
as 
bold nor imaginative as it 
might have been. 
Some months ago. for instance, 
the committee staff had drawn up 
a whole model school system that 
would have detailed a typical pub­ 
lic school operation right down to 
clerical help. But the cost of this 
program 
made the 
committee 
members themselves 
shy away 
away from it and come up with 
something a little more vague 
'The original plan vets the so­ 
called 
“minimum-adequate pro­ 
gram” for Pennsylvania public 
schools.) 
PRIVATE SCHOOLS OMITTED 
Th# committee avoided a rec­ 
ommendation on the controversial 
merit pay’ issue for teachers al­ 
though there was a large minority’ 
within the committee that would 
have preferred such a recom­ 
mendation. 
It also avoided discussion of the 
private schools’ place in the pat- 
Jtern of education it has drawn, 
although conceding that perhaps 
someone should look into the pos­ 
sibility cg regulating either the 
curriculum or teacher certifica­ 
tion in nonpublic schools, 
And, finally, it merely discussed 
tax sources; it did not endorse 
any of them. But this was in ac­ 
cordance with the governor’* in­ 
st met ions. 
Otherwise, however, there real­ 
ly were few constrov ersies that 
that the committee sidestepped. 
The major ones have been dis­ 
cussed here 
There can be expected to be ad­ 
ditional heat generated by the 
committee's proposal for reor­ 
ganizing administration from the 
district level up through the De­ 
partment of Public Instruction. 
Opposition can be expected to 


the cost of educating the mentally’ 
ami physically handicapped be 
borne by the districts. The state 
now pays all of this cost. There is 
question whether this may harm 
this highly regarded program be­ 
gun less than a decade ago. 
The 
committee’s 
reorganized 
administrative system calls for 
stronger leadership and direction 
from the state, a position that 
will surely arouse the opposition 
of the many’ advocates of home 
rule in all its guises 
Lawrence, however, endorsed 
th# expressed basic philosophy of 
the 
committee's 
recommenda­ 
tions: That th# state should in­ 
sure that money spent on educa­ 
tion is being spent on the best ed­ 
ucation passable and not merely 
being spent to support an ill-Ue- 
fined system. 
DIFFICULT TO CHANGE 
“It is obvious.” the governor 
said, "that it wHl be difficult to 
change old ways and old habits, 
to adopt patterns of school ad­ 
ministration that fit .today's con 
solidated high school instead of 
yesterday s 
one-room 
school­ 
house” 
He reminded the legislators, 
however, that it was at their di­ 
rection. in a 1959 resolution, that 
he appointed his committee awl 
he called upon them "to unite rn a 
determined effort to borid in this 
srate an educational 
program 
which will not only meet our needs 
but which can stand proudly aes a 
model for the other states of the 
union.”

THE FIRST Southern gun ~e- 
portedly was fired by a 67-year-old 
civilian, Edmund Ruffin of Vir­ 
ginia, a farmer and rabid pro­ 
slavery editor. 
Anderson, a Kentuckian who 
married a Georgia girl—he once 
owned slaves there, but sold them 
as the abolition question grew' hot­ 
ter—took command at Charleston 
last November 21, relieving aged 
Col. John L. Gardner. 
His father commanded the 
same harbor defenses during 
th* Revolutionary War. 
Anderson’s men are fiercely 
loyal to him. Only one—Ll. R. K. 
Meade of Virginia—stayed behind 
to join the Confederate forces. 
Aide* said Anderson carried 
with him a memento of the Sum 
ter bombardment. It was the flag 
he had so gallantly defended.

Wednesday. This may displease 
those who want him to get tougher 
with Russia. But the fact is he’s 
up against a tough situation and 
he is a realist. 
Since 
Last 
month, 
when

called on the Soviet-backed Reds 
in Laos to agree to a cease-fire, 
he's been waiting for the Rus­ 
sians. who pull the strings, to halt 
the Communist rebel attack* on 
the American-becked Laotian gov- 
eminent. 
STEP-UP ESD ARMS 
Two days ago a State Deport­ 
ment spokesman said the United 
States now is concerned about a 
step-up in Soviet arms deliveries 
to the rebels and about any fur­ 
ther delay in a cease-fire. 
This was tougher than Kennedy 
wanted to sound. At his news con­ 
ference Wednesday he threw cold 
water on it. He said there hasn't 
been a marked increase in Soviet 
.supplies and expressed hope for 
a ceasefire answer this week. 
These are some reasons that 
can explain Kennedy's non-bellig­ 
erent attitude: 
In the first place, the United 
States is not quite an innocent 
party in Laos. In a fashion it has 
been doing on one side what the 
Russians have been doing on the 
other. 
MOST ARE NEUTRAL 
In a land where a majority of 
the people reportedly are neutral 
cmd apathetic about who wins, 
this country has been 
backing 
and supplying the right-wing gov­ 
ernment. 
Russia has been doing the same 
for the Communist-led rebels try­ 
ing to overthrow the government. 
The rest of the world knows this 


neither of them good for the Unit- 
ed State*: 
1. With the United State* up to 
it* neck in a Laotian fight, the 
Russians and Red Chinese might 
consider it timely to start a crisis 
elsewhere. 
2. The Asians themselves and 
the neutral* everywhere might 
Veter, if not right away, sour bad­ 
ly on this country for a war next 
door to them. 
Further, if the United States did 
get embroiled, some of the West­ 
ern allies, particularly the French 
might stand aloof. 
.Any weakening in the Western 
alliance would be so much gravy 
— ===^ 


for the Communists who have 
been trying for years to shake 
and wreck the alliance. 
REDS "WANT IN" 
Still further, if there is a cease­ 
fire and the West seeks to create 
a single government for all of 
Laos, the Communists, who hold 
half the country anyway, will al­ 
most certainly insist cm being 
part of it. 
This would open the door to 
continued, even though peaceful, 
Red pressure from the inside and 
perhaps their eventual take-over 
of all Urns anyway. It’s not a 
pretty prospect or this country. 


But the only alternative to it— 
short of continued fighting—would 
seem to be a splitting in half of 
Laos, with the Communist* bold­ 
ing the northern half, a neutral 
or American-backed government 
in the south. 
That wouldn’t solve anything. 
The United States doesn't want 
communism to get another inch 
of real estate in Southeast Asia. 
Before Kennedy gets tough—un­ 
less he want* to risk getting this 
country up to it* neck in a a w 
in Asia—he has to try for some 
other, more peaceful way of end­ 
ing the fighting. That s what he 
seems to be doing.

To clean 
the gas thoroughly, gas trans­ 
mission companies have erected 
“scrubbing” stations at appro­ 
priate points on their lines. This 
kind of unit does the housekeep­ 
ing job of washing those un­ 
needed and undesired elements 
from the gas.

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Gas Air Conditioning Wins 
Favor For Comfort Cooling 


Most people think of air condi­ 
tioning as a summertime luxury 
—something to be enjoyed only 
during the hottest weather. Actu­ 
ally, it's a year-round necessity. 
Cooling is a but a small part of 
the story. Air conditioning is just 
what the name implies: a condi­ 
tioning of the air. 
The purpose of air conditioning 
is to control the indoor climate so 
that a condition of comfort may 
be maintained the year around. 
Gas air conditioning does this bet­ 
ter than any other type of equip­ 
ment. 
Gas air conditioning does mean 
cooling. However, it also means 
dehumidifying, cleaning and cir­ 
culating the air in the summer: 
and it means heating, cleaning 
and circulating the air in the win­ 
ter; and it means cleaning and 
circulating the air when neither 
heating nor cooling is required. 
SIMPLE OPERATION 
The operation (rf gas air condi­ 
tioning is a simple one. Outside 
and inside air is mixed in the unit 
and passed through a filter. From 
this point the air is either heated 
as in a conventional gas heater 
and sent on through the duct sys­ 
tem into the home, or it is passed 
over the cooling unit where ex­ 
cess moisture is removed and the 
air is cooled and then sent through 
the duct system. 
The operation Is a rapid one 
with the warm or cool air con­ 
tinuously being circulated through­ 
out the entire home. For in-be­ 
tween seasons when neither heat­ 
ing nor cooling is necessary, the 
air can still be filtered and cir­ 
culated. 
The cooling system in a modern 
gas air conditioner ia much the 
same as that used in gas refrig­ 
erators. There are no moving 
parts in either the heating or cool­ 
ing cycles. This pays off in noise­ 
less, trouble-free operation and 
adds to the life of the equipment. 
No community in the nation is 
entirely immune to the plague 
of heat and humidity. In recent 
years, 
factories 
and 
traffic- 
dogged highways have added still 
another problem — air pollution. 
Air conditioning is the only meth­ 
od of obtaining clean, pure, cool 
air inside the home. 
HAVE TWO TYPES 
Basically, there are two types of 
gas air conditioners: a central 
system which provides cool, fil­ 
tered air in the summer and 
warm, filtered air in the winter; 
and an “add-on” air conditioning 
unit 
which 
can 
generally 
be 
hooked-up to an existing warm air 
furnace. 
Both types can be installed 
either indoors in a basement, 
utility room or closet, or out of 
doors providing it is close enough 
to ducts to allow a short connec­ 
tion. An attached garage' cr car­ 
port are possible locations. 
“Cost?” and “Will it fit my 
house?** are probably the two 
questions most frequently asked 
about air conditioning. 
Gas air conditioning, bkt most 
other gas appliances, is usually 
more economical to operate than 
any other type of equipment It is 
also the most efficient and de­ 
pendable. 
OPERATING COST* VARY 
Installation and operating costs 
rary in different locations, but in 
most parts of the country a com­ 
plete gas heating, air conditioning 
system for a 7-room home, includ­ 
ing all ductwork, costs about 
$2,000. This includes a five-year 
warranty on parts and service 
Gas company experts can best 
advise on costs based on individ­ 
ual needs and use.
